AMEEICA'S PATHFINDER..

NEW YOBK, July 16.—The funeral 
services of the late John O. Fremont, 
the 
American Pathfinder," occurred 
this morning at 10 o'clock at St. Igna- 
tus church. Men, prominent in both 
civil and military circles from ^all parts 
of 
the United states were present. 
Among them was General Sherman. 


There was a large attendance. 
The 
services were of the most simple charac- 
ter and were in conformity with the 
Episcopal ritual. 
At the conclusion of 
the services the immediate 
relatives 
entered carriages and followed the re- 
mains to Trinity cemetery, at One Hun- 
dred and Fiffcy-fiffch street and Tenth 
aventie, where they were deposited in a 
vault until such a time as a final resting 
place is selected. 


By the Explosion of Oiant I»owder 
Xear Cincinnati--asany JUijared. 
CiKcrNNATi, July 16.—A terrible ex- 
plosion occurred late yesterday after- 
nooij at King's powder mills, on the 
Little Miami 
railroad, 
twenty-nine 
miles east of this city. Two empty 
freight cars were being rolled into a 
side-track, where a car containing 500 
kegs of gunpowder were standing. 
As 
the cars struck, there was a terrific ex- 
plosion, and immediately afterward,-an- 
other car containing 800 kegs of gun- 
powder exploded, making 1,300 kegs 
altogether. 


The havoc caused by the explosion 
was fearful. 
Huge holes were bored in 
the earth and the hillside that rose from 
the railroad tracks was entirely torn up. 
Great trees were shattered, and a maes 
of earth half as large as a mountain was 
hurled into the bed of the Miami river, 
damming that stream untif it flooded 
the adjacent bottoms and tore great 
gullies through fields of corn, cutting a 
new channel that ruins hundreds of 
acres. 
The force of the explosion shook 
the earth for miles, and was felt at 
points fifty miles away. 
Not a house in 
the little hamlet that surrounded the 
depot escaped damage. 
Those nearest 
the scene of the explosion were de- 
molished. 


Immediately after the explosion the 
X>eople for miles around begau to flock 
to the scene and the work of rescue 
began. 
Two brakemen near the powder 
ladened cars had almost disappeared, a 
few fragments of their remains being 
all that cculd be found of them. By 7 
o'clock what was believed to be the re- 
mains of ten bodies had been found. 
None had been identified and the sex 
was not certain in every case. A dozen 
people, sorely 
wounded, some unto 
death, were picked uj), some being 
hurled some distance. The explosion 
tore down all the telegraph wires, and 
news 'must come ten miles over land.

The 
engineer seeing that Lenocker failed to 
emerge from between the oars, stopped 
the engine. The trainmen found the 
unfortunate man mangled and bleed- 
ing, but still 
conscious. 
He was 
quickly released from his perilous posi- 
tion and as soon as the patrol wagon ar- 
rived in answer to a summons, the in- 
jured man was conveyed to the raih-oad 
reading rooms where Dr. George C. 
Stemen, the company's surgeon, exam- 
ined the injuries. 
He found them 
to be of a dangerous nature. A scalp 
wound six inches long had been in- 
flicted as the man was dragged over the 
ties, the flesh of both thighs was terri- 
bly lacerated and three ribs were frac- 
tured. 
These, and bruises, were the 
only perceptible in juries, which of them- 
selves may not prove fatal; but there are 
internal injuries from which the most 
serious results are apprehended.

The following is the text of the oom- 
promise silver bill as passed by the 
house and senate and signed by the 
president:' 
• 


Section 1. ' That the SMretaty of 
the treasury is hereby desired to pur- 
chase from time to time silver bullion to 
the aggregate amount of 4,500,000 
ounces, or so'much thereof as may 
offered in such months, at the market 
value price thereof, not exceeding $1 
for 871 26-100 grains of pure eilver, and 
to issue in* payment for anoh pnrohwSee 
of silver bnllion treaaury notes of the 


United States, to be prepared 
the 
secretary of the treasi^ in such form 
and of such denominations, n t less 
than $1 nor more than $1,000, as he 
may prescribe, and a sum sufficient to 
cariy into effect the provisions of this 
act is hereby appropriated out ot any 
money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 


Sec. 2. That the treasury notes is- 
sued in accordance, with the provisions 
of this act shall' be redeemable on de- 
mand in coin at the treasury of the 
United States and when so redeemed 
may be re-issued, but no greater or less 
amount of such notes shall be outstand- 
ing at any time than the cost of ^ the 
silver bullion and the standard silver 
dollars coined therefrom then held in 
the treasury purchased by such notes; and 
such treasury notes shall be a legal tender 
in payment of all debts, public and 
private, except where 
otherwiese ex- 
pressly stipulated in the contract, and 
shall be receivable for customs, taxes, 
and all public duties, and when so re- 
ceived may be re issued; and such notes, 
when held by any National banking as- 
sociation, may be counted as a part of 
its lawful reserve. That upon demand 
of the holder of any of the treasury 
notes herein provided for the secretary 
of the Treasury shall, under such regu- 
lations as he may prescribe, redeem 
such notes in gold or silver coinage at 
his discretion, it being the established 
policy of the United States to maintain 
the two metals on a parity with each 
other upon the present legal ratio, or 
such ratio as may be provided by law. 


Sec. 3. That the secretary of the 
treasury shall each month coin 2,000,- 
000 ounces of the silver bullion pur- 
chased under the provisions of this act, 
into standard silver dollars until the 
first day of July, 1891, and after that 
time he shall coin of the silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions of this 
act as much as may be necessary to pro- 
vide for the redemption of the treasu^ 
notes herein provided for, and any gain 
or seigniorage arising from such coinage 
shall be accounted for and paid into the 
treasury. 


Sec. 4. That the silver bullion pur- 
chased under the provisions of this act 
shall be subject to the requirements of 
existing Jaw and the regulations of the 
mint service governing the methods of 
determining the amount of pure silver 
contained and the amount of charges 
and deductions, if any, to be made. 


Sec. 5. TJiat so much of the act of 
February 28, 1878, entitled "an act to 
authorize the coinage of the standard 
silver dollars and to restore its legal 
tender character," aa requires the 
monthly purchase and coinage of the 
same into silver dollars of not less than 
$2,000,000 nor more than $4,000,000 
worth of silver is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 6. That upon the passage of 
this act the balances standing with the 
treasurer of the United States to the 
respective credits of the National banks 
for deposits mad« to redeem the circu- 
lating notes of such bp.nks and all de- 
posits thereafter received for like pur- 
poses shall be covereii into the treasury 
as a miscellaneous receipt, and the 
treasurer of the United States shall re- 
deem from the general cash in the treas- 
ury the circulating notes of said banks 
which may come into his possession 
subject to redemption, and upon the 
certificate of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency that tiuch notes have been re- 
ofiived by him, and that they have been 
destroyed, and that no new notes 
will 
be issued 
ia 
their 
place, 
reimbursement 
for their 
amount 
shall be made 
to the treasurer 
under such regulatit ns as the secretary 
of the treasury may prescribe from any 
appropriation hereby known as "Na- 
tional bank notes redemption account," 
but the provisions of this act shall not 
apply to the deposits received under 
section 3 of the act of June 28, 1874, re- 
quiring every National bank to keep in 
lawful money with the treasurer of the 
United States a sum equal to 5 per 
centuih of its circulation, to be held and 
need for the redemption of its circulat- 
ing notes, and the balance remaining of 
the deposits so covered shall, at the close 
of each month, be reported on the 
monthly public debt statement as debt 
of the United States bearing no interest. 


See. 7. That this act shall take ef- 
fect thirty days from and after its pass- 
age.

TWJBIA'K KILLED 


I».V the Explosion of Uiant Powder 


Xear Cincinnati--9Iuuy Injured. 


CINCINNATI, July 1G.~A terrible ex- 


plosion occurred late yesterday after- 
noon, at King's powder mills, on the 
Little Miami railroad, 
twenty-nine 


miles east of this city. Two empty 
freight care were being rolled into a 
side-track, where a oar containing 500 
kegs of gunpowder were standing. 
As 


the cars struck, there was u terrific ex- 
plosion, and immediately afterward,-an- 
other car containing 800 kegs of gun- 
powder exploded, making 1,300 kegs 
altogether. 


The havoc caused by tho explosion 


was fearful. 
Huge holes were bored in 


the earth and the hillside that rose from 
the railroad tracks was entirely torn up. 
Great trees were shattered, and a mats 
of earth half as large as o mountain was 
hurled into the bed of the Miami river, 
damming that stream nntif it flooded 
the adjacent bottoms and tore great 
gullies through fields of corn, cutting a 
new channel that ruins hundreds of 
acres. The force of the explosion shook 
tho earth for miles, and was felt at 
points fifty miles away. Not a house in 
the little hamlet that surrounded the 
depot escaped damage. 
Those nearest 


the scene of the esplosion were de- 
molished. 


Immediately after the explosion the 


people for miles around begau to flock 
to the scene and the work of rescue 
began. Two brakemen near the pDwder 
ladened cars had almost disappeared, a 
few fragments of their remains being 
all that c;uld be found of them. By 7 
o'clock what was believed to bo the re- 
mains of ten bodies had been found. 
None had been identified and the sex 
was not certain iu every case. A dozsn 
people, sorely wounded, some unto 
death, were picked up, some being 
hurled some distance, Tho explosion 
tore down all the telegraph wires, and 
news must come ten miles over land.

the engine. The trainmen found the 
unfortunate man mangled and bleed-

quickly released from his perilous posi- 
tion and as soon as the patrol wagon ar- 
rived in answer to a summons, the in- 
jured man was conveyed to the railroad 
reading rooms where Dr. George C. 
Stemen, the company's surgeon, exam- 
ined tho injuries. 
He found them 


to bo of a dangerous nature. A scalp 
wound six inches long Imd been in- 
flicted as the man was dragged over the 
ties, the flesh of both thighs was terri- 
bly lacerated and three ribs were frac- 
tured. These, and bruises, were the 
only perceptible injuries,which of them- 
selves may not prove fatal; but there are 
internal injuries from which the most 
serious results are apprehended. Mr. 
Leiiccker was removed about C o'clock 
to his home, corner of Lewis and Mon- 
roe streets, where ho lies at present in a 
critical condition. He is about fifty 
years old and lias a large family.

IIOUSH ofcd senate and bign«xl by

president:' 


Section 1. That 
the 
secretary of 


tho treasury is hereby desired to pur- 
chase from time to timo silver bullion to 
the aggregate amount of 
4,fj(A),000 


ounces, or so much thereof as may be 
offered in such months, at the market 
value price thereof, not exceeding 81 
for 371 25-100 grains of pure silver, and 
to issue in payment for such purchases 
of silver bullion treasury notes of the 


United States, to be prepared by the 
secretary of the treasury in such form 
and of such deuomiuatious, n t less 
than 81 nor more than 81,000, as he 
may prescribe, and a sum sufficient to 
curry into tflect the provisions of this 
act is hereby appropriated out 01 any 
money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 


Sec. 2. Tnat the treasury notes is- 


sued in a.-corduuce with tho provisions 
of this act shall be redet-mublo on de- 
muud iu coin at the treasury of the 
United States and when so redeemed 
may be re-issued, but no greater or less 
amount of buuii notes shall bo outstand- 
ing at any time tuim tho cost of the 
silver bullion and the standard silver 
dollars coined therefrom then held in 
the treasury purchased !)> such notes; and 
such treasury notes shall be a legal tender 
in payment of all debts, puolia and 
private, except tthero otherwise ex- 
prebt.ly stipulated in the contract, and 
shall lie leciiivublo for cuotoms, taxes, 
and M public duties, uud wUeu so re- 
ceived may be re i&sued; and such notes, 
when held by any National banking as- 
sociation, m»y bo counted as a part of 
its lawful reserve. That upon demand 
of the holder of any of tuu treasury 
notes herein provided for the secretary 
of the Treasury shall, under such regu- 
lations as he may prescribe, redeem 
such notes in gold or silver coinage at 
his discretion, it being the established 
policy of the United States to maintain 
the two metals on a parity with each 
other upon tho present legal ratio, or 
such ratio as may be provided by law. 


See, 3. That the secretary of the 


treasury shall each month coin 2,000,- 
000 ounces of tho stiver bullion pur- 
chased uuder the provisions of this act, 
into standard silver dollars until the 
first day of July, 1891, aud after that 
timo he shall coin of the silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions of this 
ace as much as may be necessary to pro 
vide for tho redemption of the treasury 
notes hersiu provided for, aud any gain 
or seigniorage arising from such coinage 
shall be acojimted for and paid into the 
treasury. 


Seo. 4 
That the silver bullion pur- 


chased tinder the provisions of this act 
shall be subject to the requirements of 
existing law aud tho regulations of the 
mint service governing the methods of 
determining the amount of pure silver 
contained and tho amount of charges 
and deductions, if any, to be made. 


Sec. 5. That fcO much of the act of 


February 28, 1878, entitled "an act to 
authorize tho coinage of t'je standard 
silver dollars an.i to restore its legal 
tender character," as 
requires 
the 


monthly purchase aud coitinge of the 
same into silver dollars of not less than 
S2.000.000 nor more than £4,000,000 
worth of silver is hereby repealed. 


See. G. That upon the passage of 


this act the balances standing with the 
treasurer of the United States to the 
respective credits of the National banks 
for deposits madt; to rede em the circu- 
lating notes of such bunks and all de- 
posits thereafter received for like pur- 
poses shall be covered into the treasury 
as a miscellaneous receipt, and the 
treasurer of the United States shall re- 
deem from the general cash in the treas- 
ury the circulating notes of said banks 
which miiy come into his possession 
subject to redemption, and upon the 
certificate of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency that t>nch notes have been re-

quiring every National bank to keep in 
lawful money with the treasurer of the 
United States a sum equal to 5 per 
conturn of its circulation, to be held and 
tided for the redemption of its circulat- 
ing notes, and the balance remaining of 
the deposits so covered shall, at the close 
of each month, be reported on the 
monthly public debt statement as debt 
of the United States bearing no interest.
